It must be tough to lose a throne. 


_ lost a bright sixpence on a bus 
this morning and the Scotch blood 
within me still runs hot because 
of it. How much more painful it 
must be to have a golden crown 
snatched away, and with it all the 
adulation that follows royalty. Still, 
while one understands the feelings 
of these regal have-nots, your col- 
umnist ventures to suggest 
that 
the changes may be stymptomatic 
of an awakening of the 
largely 
backward Balkans. 


I've spent considerable time in 
that part of Europe, and my ob- 
servation has been that most —not 
all — of the thrones were superim- 
posed on a feudal system which 
has survived through the centuries. 
This isn't necessarily a reproach 


to the king, excepting 
that 
he 
might have used his 
power 
to 


change an evil system of serfdom. 
The sins of the modern 
Balkan 
kings have been largely those of 
omission rather than commission; 


If the upsetting of the Balkan 
thrones means that the feudal sys- 
tem is on its way out, and that a 
real democracy may in due course 
be found, then there 
seems no 
cause to weep. 


The king should have seen the 


writing on the wall and made the 
changes themselves.

tors in the 
United 
States 
who 


would be glad to give the people a 
square deal but can't offer them 
economical bids because the racke- 
teers have the power to "examine" 
them in written tests 
and 
deny 


them local licenses on the ground 
of unfitness. The "examiners" are 
the contractors who got in on the 
ground flo9r and the ordinances 
which require "examinations" and 
local licenses permit them to keep 
out all competition by deliberately 
flunking the new applicants. 


I have a letter from a woman 


in a large Texas city presenting a 
typical example of this robbery. 


"My husband," she writes, "was

Master Plumbers' Association and 
the union business agent. They all 
advised my husband to go to work 
for an existing shop, and 
they 


would require no license of any 
kind.

here. 1 have been an electrician 
twenty . years. Having' opened 'a 
shop I can't get the necessary city 
license. I have taken the local ex- 
amination several times 
but 
al- 
ways have failed to 
satisfy 
the 


local board of electrical examiners 
thai I am an electrician. The board 
consists of old-time local electrical 
contractors. According to the local 
ordinance these thieves can ask 
any 
questions 
and 
grade 
Ihe 
papers as they wish. They 
have 


been doing this for twenty years. 
I have lied in this county 23 years 
but my 
record 
and 
reputation 
mean nothing when it comes 
to 


getting a master electrician's 
li- 
cense, although I have a state li- 
cense to dp electrical contracting 
anywhere in California. Even the 
city has issued me a certificate o 
competency proving that the city 
believes I know how to use lools 
and do as the city code says. Bui 
the examiners exercise their righl 
to make the examination so hard 
that nobody can pass." 


I can affirm thai the best elec- 
trician in the United States could 
be stumped by the crooks compos- 
ing practically all of such examin- 
ing boards, because they may ask 
such questions as "how 
high is 


up?" and there is no reviewing 
authority to smash an outright con- 
spiracy to exclude new 
contrac- 
tors. In a similar situalion a slale 
law compels doctors enlering Ari- 
zona from olher states to take a 
stiff examination in stuff that most 
fresh medical graduates could pass 
bul which mosl doctors forget after 
a few years, and thereby excludes 
good men from competing with the 
eslablished medical gang in a state 
which has probably the grealesl 
need of additional doctors, 
and 
good ones, ancj whose present com- 
plement are, on the average, about 
the worst in the country. Some doc- 
tors now on the ground thorough- 
ly agree lhal Ihese eslimales of 
the siluation are correct and most 
of the victims of the racket in the 
coming years will be sick war vet- 
erans. 


To return to the housing crisis 
and the rackets which are making 
t worse day by day, however, I 
would emphasize that Ihe 
local 
contractors, greedy and brutal as 
they are in their ruthless robbery 
of their neighbors by these crooked 
monopolies, are neilher alone in 
heir rackel nor the 
most 
con- 
emplible of Ihe rascals involved 
The worst are 
Ihe 
respeclable 
nanufaclurers 
and 
dealers 
in 


juilding supplies. They have been 
xibbing Ihe people for years in a 
lidden but arrogant hold-up where- 
by they add 
20 percent, 
some 
nore, some a lillle less, lo the 
price of plumbing articles, electri- 
cal supplies, wallpaper and other 
naterials and turn it over to the 
conlractors on the jobs. 


Because these are such vicious 
obberies and because thc 
effect 
low is to deny new homes or even 
'airly civilized quarters to mil- 
ions of Americans, I intend to pur- 
ue this subject.

The bust 
is said 
to 


have been given a home at head- 
quarters of vhe cult in a stone man- 
sion, with 16 acres of grounds, in 
the lovely Sussex countryside. 
It was Gei'man belief in Hitler's 
messiahship that 
was partly re- 
sponsible lot'bis hypnotic hold on 
his people. During a visit to Ger- 
many in 
1938, 
I follosved 
him 


through 
the 
fateful 
conferences 


with Chamberlain at Berchtesgad- 
en, Gpdesber? and Munich, saw his 
amazing leadership in Berlin and 
went into 
little 
Czechoslovakia's 
Sudetenland when he 
made his 
triumphal t entry to 'annex this ter- 
ritory whichj .he ha(J .forced 
from 


the helpless 'Prague government. 


Worship of Hitler was strong in 


many sections, and I mean worship 
in the religious sqnse.: Great num- 
bers of Uhc, people,;• especially the 
young folk-of (he youth movement, 
looked on him as the messiah.

Philip B. Fleming, of the corps of 
engineers, as administrator of the 
Federal 
Works 
Administration, 
naturally has collided with some of 
the dirty rackets imposed on build- 
ers, renters and buyers of living 
quarters in most of our cities and 
towns, by manufacturers of such 
materials as plumbing and elec- 
trical equipment, wallpaper, hard- 
ware and sashes and doors. 
A 
crooked and predatory 
combina- 


tion was contrived years ago by 
which many of them joined their 
own regional 
dealers, 
plumbing 


and electrical contractors, parasit- 
ic unioneers and state and local of- 
ficials and legislators lo rob the 
people in many ways. They robbed 
them as renters and 
buyers 
of 


homes and -again as tax payers 
by exhorbitant. arbitrary 
mark- 
ups in prices of material, by col- 
lusive bidding controlled by 
mo- 


nopolies and by absurdly wasteful 
requirements in both public and 
privale construction. 


These facts should touch off the 


fury of every American because 
the racket wrings 
tribute 
from 
most of our housing. The people 
to beat over the head are city and 
town councilmen and the legisla- 
tors because these bodies 
under 
pressure by lobbyists for the racke- 
teers and, probably, in many cases 
for bribes, adopted 
the 
building 
codes and the local licensing ordi- 
nances which legalized the rob- 
beries and protect the thieves. 


General Fleming has been fight- 


ing some of 
the 
building 
cods 


without much success. But if peo- 
ple who are now doubling up and 
paying outrageous rents in little 
apartments would get mad enough 
at the right people they could get 
results. The racketeers have been 
alerted, as the Pearl Harbor jar- 
gon has it, to bend their blackjacks 
over your head the 
minute 
the 


present rush of commercial con- 
struction ends and the construc- 
tion workers, no longer able 
to 
grab the fat overtime now being 
paid out of excess profits by corp- 
orations, 
become 
available 
for 
straight time, 40 hour jobs on pri- 
vate housing. 


About 18 months ago 
General 
Fleming made a speech to a con- 
ference of building officials in Bos- 
ton about the building codes and 
the looting, although he didn't use 
that word, which these codes make 
possible and the tribute which they 
make compulsory. 


"This would be a good time," he 
said, "19 reexamine our state and 
local building codes to see whether 
they still rest upon a logical basis 
or merely reflect 
accretions 
of 
rules and regulations imposed 
at 


the instance of various 
pressure 
groups." 


That is bureaucratic language. It 
means that the crooks shoved these 
things through so that they could 
feast like cannibals on their fellow 
citizens. 


"Our experience in FWA," 
he 
said, "is that existing codes range 
from the unbelievably lax to the 
almost prohibitively rigid. I know 
of one state with a plumbing code 
that needlessly added 
$70,000 
to 


the cost of every $400,000 school 
nouse by its requirements as to the 
large number of toilets that must 
ae provided. Surveys have shown 
that all these toilets could not pos- 
sibly be in use at one time, but 
:here they stand in rows of glisten- 
ing white." 


Tackling the same rackets again, 
General Fleming wrote a piece for 
publication, again in the bureau- 
cratic lingo which cuts the throat 
of an idea so that it can't make 
itself heard. He 
said 
the 
local 
building code, ostensibly 
framed 


to protect life, health and 
prop- 
erty, "has been used in all too 
many instances to accomplish ex- 
traneous purposes." 


"Extraneous purposes," 
began. 
They had been used to 
permit 


thieves to rob the people. That 
was the extraneous purpose and 
that has been the effect and so it 
win be again when the kid from 
Guadalcanal or Anzio goes to rent 
an apartment or house or build a 
little bowci; for himself. 
These 
crooks will cut his heart out 


"In many cases," Phil said, "it 
has been framed to make jobs for 
one group of building craftsmen at 
the expense of some other group, 
to increase the use of certain types 
of material at the expense of man- 
ufacturers of other types 
which 
may be equally good or even su- 
perior. These codes, for good 
or 


ill, are going to have a very con- 
siderable bearing on the future of 
the construction industry. The na- 
tion looks to a large volume 
of 


building activity to help stabilize 
employment and to lead us back to 
peace and plenty. We are going to 
need new codes that encourage the 
enterpriser 
and 
potential 
home 
builder." 


Maybe you don't know that the 
crooks in the combinations, 
who 


manufacture plumbing, for exam- 
ple, won't sell you a sink or 
a 


gooseneck for the house you are 
huilding. None, old soldier, 
you 
have to go to their "dealer" and 
he will belt you just 20 percent 
inore than they charged him even 
lhou£!h he is not carrying the arti- 
cle in stock and it is delivered di- 
rect to you from the manufacturer. 
The wallpaper thief won't sell to 
you direct either. You have to get 
a "card" from a paperhanger on 
their list to buy it from them at all. 
And when you have bought it they 
send nim 20 percent of your money 
for nothing. They shake you down 
for a fellow member of the gang. 
The same goes with some kinds of 
hardware. And the odds are that if 
you are fixing to do your 
own 


plumbing or wiring or paperhang- 
ing the local contractor with a ter- 
ritorial concession to rob you of 20
